Held by the Law Kor Murder and 


Criinliiul Aasault, the Negro Wits 
DrogKCd Kroui » Cell by a Barba- 
rous Multitude, Mercilessly Cuffed, 
and Finally Couslgued to the Plaint*. 
Leavenworth, Kan., Jan. 16.—Tied to 


a railroad rail placed, upright in the 
ground, Fred Alexander, a negro, was 
burned to death by an infuriated mob. 
The scene of the lynching was within 
half a dozen blocks of the centev of the 
city. Alexander was charged with bay* 
leg on .last Saturday eveninjfi.attempt-- 
ed an assault upon Miss Eva Roth, and 
was -supposed to have assaulted ami 
killed Miss Pearl Forbes. 20, In this 
city, in November last. Thousands of 
people witnessed the execution. 


The negro was taken from his cell 


at the state penitentiary in the after- 
poon, put into a hack and brought to 
the jail. A mot) soon gathered and 
demanded the prisoner. , Sheriff fiver- 
hardy refused the request. Then the 
crowd |>ughed its way to the side door, 
forced the door from its hinges, and 
(urged into the corridor by the n$rrp\y 
doorway, A huge Iron bar was secured 
and the iron dj>pr of the cell room at- 
tacked -and battered down. 


The angrv mob issued forth in a mo.-* 


ment, dragging the negro by the coat 
collar. He toad been struck over the 
head with a. hammer tint} was still 
conscious. Men fought to get at hire, 


Outside ' the stockade the crowd 


surged. Alexander and his captors 
were surrounded by a solid wall of 
human flesh. Across Third street and 
up the Jjill into the courthouse yard 
they dragged frim. Then they stopped 
BtilL "Confess, before we harm you,' 
aafd they. 


Claimed Innocence. 


"I am Innocent," was Alexander's rrf* 


ply. "If 1 bad been guilty I would have 
said so at the penitentiary, and would 
have staid there for life." 


"You lie,'' they cried, and one huge 


fellow, filled more with the lust for 
blood than with the feelings of a man, 
struck him in the forehead with his 
fist three times. This-seemed not to 
have the slightest effect on the n»gro. 
He was turning white. "Take bam 
where he committed the murder," sug- 
gested one. 


The suggestion met with instant ap* 


proval, and the crowd, carrying the 
negro, pushed on for Fourth street. At 
5:15 Alexander was brought to the 
scene "of the murder of Pearl Forbes, 
at the corner of Lawrence avenue and 
Spruce street. The exact spot where 
the murdered girl was found was lo- 
cated by the leaders of the crowd, and 
there a semi-circle was formed. Again 
the negro protested his innocence, 
while the mob roared. He was quickly 
driven down the embankment to a pile 
of wood with his hands shackled, and 
there bound to the stake. The spot 
chosen for the stake was the exact one 
on .which Pearl Forbes' body was found 
on the morning of Nov. 7. Coal oil 
;-was then -poured over him and the 
match touched to him. 


Before the match was applied John 


Forbes, the father 
of Pearl Forbes, 


stepped up to Alexander and said: 
"Are you guilty of murdering 
my 


daughter.?" "Mr; Forbes, if that's your 
name, you have the wrong man," the 
negro replied. "Burn him! Burn him!'' 
pried; the crowd. "Gentlemen, you've 
got lots of time," said Alexander. 
"You're burning an innocent man. You 
took advantage of me. You gave me 
no show. Can I see my mother?" 


Clutch Applied. 


A man in the crowd called for the 


mother, but she was not"in;the crowd. 
He then said,: "Will you let me shake 
hands with all my friends?" "You 
have no friends in this crowd, you 
damned beast," said, one of the men in 
charge of the negro. 


Coal oil was then applied for the 


second time, and while it was being 
done Alexander called to friends in the 
crowd and told them goodby. 
Again 


Alexander was asked to make a con- 
fession, but he replied that he had 
nothing to pay. 


As the flames leaped about him Al- 


exander turned ghastly pale, and for 
the first time realized that his death 
was near. 
He clasped his hands to- 


gether and began to swing to and fro, 
while the crowd yelled. In less than 
five minutes he was hanging limp and 
lifeless by the chains that bound him. 


When the flre had died down suffi- 


ciently to allow the crowd to approach 
what remained of Alexander there was 
a wild scramble to obtain relics, bits 
of charred flesh, pieces of chain, scraps 
o£ wood—everything that could possi- 
bly serve as a souvenir was seized with 
morbid eagerness. 


Fred Alexander was arrested for at- 


tempting to assault Miss Eva Roth, a 
seamstress, on Saturday night last, and 
he was charged with the assault and 
murder, Nov. 6, of Pearl Forbes. Miss 
Roth was returning from work when 
attacked and her screams brought aid. 
Alexander was arrested soon after and 
Identified. A great crowd gathered and 
threatened a lynching, but the police 
•pirited the man to the state prison. 


The assault and murder of Pearl 


li>orbe» occurred on Nov. 6 last. Miw 
Fort** was employed in a candy fac- 
toty. She had started from work at 6 
O'clock, walking, as wa« her custom. 
Her body was found in a ravine near 
taw borne on the following rooming.

PERILS OF GYMNASTS 


RISKS THEY RUN WHILE GOING 


THROUGH THEIR ACTS. 


A Fall Even luto the »t \%'hlch 1> 


Spread Bcuenlh Them IB Liable lu 
Re>ult In Serioun Injury — N>rv« 
•nd Confldemce »ce»»ur). 
It doubtless appears to the onlooker 


•t the circus that the midair gytuuasts 
— "aerialists" lu the vocabulary of the 
arena— are quite safe from injury so 
long as they have the broad, soft act 
spread beueatu them. They may swing 
from bar to bar, as high as the roof of 
the tput will permit, or toss a child 
from hand to hand through long, peril- 
ous distances, and all the while the 
blase spectator observes with the mere 
suggestion of a thrill, assuming in his 
Inexperience that there is no real dan- 
ger in what is called with greater truth 
than color "this marvelous feat of dar- 
mg." As a matter of fact, however, 
the aerialists are in imminent danger 
of broken uecks through every work- 
ing moment of their "turn," which be- 
comes evident indeed when it is said 
that the nerve strain cannot possibly 
be borne through two seasons without 
a long period of rest betweeu for what 
may be called nerve recuperation. 


A famous gymnast who is the head 


of a family of performer? said that the 
midair gymnast branch of circus work, 
which appears so easy and safe of ac- 
complishment. was so full of danger as 
to be fought shy of by faint hearted 
people, who preferred "ground work" 
and smaller salaries to its risk. Safety 
lies wholly in self possession, attention 
and nice; practiced calculation of dis- 
tances through which to leap or turn or 
throw. There are four in this family, 
and the safety of each depends, not on- 
ly upon the individual, but upon the 
nerve and skill of the others. When 
the family is in action, it becomes at 
once a machine, and each member 
mores and tarns and even smiles with 
mechanical accuracy. 
If 
one part 


should fail, the whole would for the 
moment be in danger of destruction. 


"Now," said the gymnast, "we are 


merely human. . We can't all be perfect 
in action all the time,- so from time to 
time the machine goes to pieces, but 
we are so .well schooled that we soon 
put it together again. When there hap- 
pens to be a fall — as there does fre- 
quently—three hearts pretty nearly 
stop beating upou our bars until the 
fourth of the family rises from the net. 
Ii wouldn't be possible to continue our 
a'ct if every one of us didn't know:, how- 
to fall. That's the secret of it. aiid the 
.danger lies in the loss of nerve when 
the fall takes place. Men in our branch 
seldom break legs. They break their 
necks or backs and quit the business 
once and for all. You've seen a fall, 
no doubt. Well, did you notice bow the 
boy doubled his legs up and got his 
face as close to his breast as he could? 
If he failed to clo that, he would never 
survive the fall. He'd break his leg or 
his back sure. It's a terrible time for 
me as the head of the 'family' every 
time there's a fall." 


The gymnast has a high fall to dread. 


The acrobat, on the other hand, has to 
guard agaiust a fall through but two or 
three foot. 


"There's ns much danger in our work 


as in any circus," said a certain star, 
one of the best acrobats in the business 
and a good and trustworthy man out 
of it. "In the tumbling particularly a 
man is liable to break his back any 
minute or dislocate bis ankle in landing 
badly. 
My 'family' (of six, two of 


whom are boys) U< so well trained that 
ft works perfectly. So Just now I have 
an easy mind. Last season, though, 1 
had two bad incidents and had to dis- 
charge a man. He didn't catch my 
apprentice one time, with the result 
that the poor boy dislocated bis shoul- 
der. The fellow looked at the audience 
for an instant, and then the trouble 
came, so I lost confidence in him and 
let him go. In our business, you know, 
every one has to have confidence in ev- 
ery one else— perfect couh'dence. 
If 


you can't get that condition, you can't 
work, that's all. You can't keep your 
nerve. 
Our accidents are nasty ones 


too. 
It may be a fall of three feet and 


a broken back come from it. You can't 
tell when accidents are going to hap- 
pen either. They come so unexpected- 
ly that they knock you out. The head 
of the 'family' has to bear the worry, 
though. 
He's responsible for his ap- 


prentices. and the 13 I've taught have 
brought me gray hairs pretty early in 
life." 


This man is thoroughly conscientious 


In the training of his boys morally as 
well as In their work. He regards his 
care of them as a high duty, and he 
watches them In the circus ring as 
carefully as a mother might. Hence 
they are saved from many an accident. 
He always breathes easier, too, wheu 
the day's work is over. Watch ns care- 
fully as one may, he said, the business 
is such that accidents are bound to 
happen. 


"How can you accept an apprentice 


•with an easy conscience, then?" he was 
asked. 


"Well," lie ropliod. "there's danger 


wherever you go. 
No matter what 


your business may be, if you are care- 
less the chances nre that you will get 
hurt. 1 train my boys and men in at- 
tention and accuracy. That's the best 
safeguard they can have. It's like this: 
If a man throws a baseball at my head, 
It will strike nnd hurt me if I don't 
stop It. I've got to take care, and It's 
the same In every walk of life. 
It la 


very dangerous work, the acrobat's, 
but then"— The acrobat shrugged his 
•boulders to complete the sentence.
